Messrs. Jarrold are the | 
well-known booksellers and publishers in Pater- 
noster-Row, who own, among other works, the copy- 
right of the “Guide to Science,” written by Dr. 
Brewer, which was first published in 1848, has gone 
through the twenty-fifth edition, and of which 
133,000 copies have been sold. The success of this 
k was so great that so long agoas 1857 it was 
pirated by a book entitled “‘ The Reason Why,’’ and 
which Messrs. Jarrold succeeded in having sup- 
pressed in its original form. In March, 1868, Mr. 
Haywood, a bookseller and publisher in Manchester, 
brought out “A Class Book of Modern Science,” 
written by Messrs. Bullock, successful schoolmas- 
ters of some twenty years’ standing. Messrs. Jarrold | 
sued for an injunction to restrain the publication of | 
the alleged piracy, and supported their application | 
by an analysis of the two books made by Dr. Brewer | 
(the author of the “ Guide to Science’’) ; this ana- 
lysis contained 400 questions and answers to be 
found in both books, and which they charged con- 
stituted piracy. Messrs. Bullock appeared in the 
case, and while they acknowledged they examined 
Dr. Brewer’s “ Guide to Science,” they brought into 
court a long catalogue of the books they had used 
Mm preparing “ A Class Book of Modern Science,” 
and declared the only use the “Guide to Science” 
ad been to them was that it had suggested ques- 
tions to be considered. The Vice-Chancellor said: 
The authorities referred to by the plaintiffs’ coun- 
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sel resolve themselves into a paraphrase with com- 
mentary of that which was written of old time, 
‘Thou shalt not steal.’ The defendants’ authorities 
resolve themselves into this—that every book pub- 
lished, is published for the use of the whole world : 
that every one may use it to add to his store of 
knowledge, to enlarge and rectify his perceptions, 
to suggest to him ideas and thoughts, to correct his 
conclusions, to furnish him with principles and 
facts, and to aid him in making just deductions from 
the one and inductions from the other. Nor is a 
man the less entitled to do this because he is him- 
self about to write on the same or a similar sub- 
ject ; nor is such a writer precluded from learning 
method or style, or manner, or obtaining illustra- 
tions or rhetorical ornament, or acquiring any other 
art or grace of literary composition from any pre- 
vious work. But to this there is this important 
proviso and@ qualification—that the writer’s use of 
a previous work must be fair and legitimate. It 
does not, perhaps, assist us much to say that that 
is lawful which is legitimate, unlawful which is 
illegitimate; but, in truth, it resolves into this, 
that every question of literary piracy is a question, 
as they would say in Westminster Hall, for the 
jury. And I apprehend that a jury would receive 
some such direction as this: Take the two books 
into your hand, weigh all the facts and circum- 
stances connected with the defendants’ work, and 
then ask yourself this question, Is any material 
and substantial part of the defendants’ work a tran- 
script of the plaintiffs’, with colorable additions and 
colorable variations, and without any honest or real 
literary labor bestowed by the defendants in the 
composition of it as original literary work? If so, 
itis a piracy. I have taken the two books intomy 
hand accordingly and have given myself that di- 
rection.” Vice-Chancellor James then examined 
some of the 400 questions common to both books, 
and instanced by Dr Brewer as evidence of piracy, 
and proceeded to say: “I am satisfied that Messrs. 
Bullock, who had sworn and had not been cross-ex- 
amined, that they did not copy any part of the 
plaintiffs’ book, but had used it incommon with fifty 
or more books on the same subject, had bestowed 
substantial labor, and given independent thought 
and research, with a considerable amount of literary 
merit, in adding to that which was to be found in 
the plaintiffs’ and other works on the same subject. 
In many instances the language used was taken 
from other works anterior to that of plaintiffs’. It 
was said, indeed, on behalf of the plaintiffs, that the 
difference of language from that used by Dr. Brew- 
er was only a part of the fraud practised by the 
defendants’ authors. But this was a charge which 
failed and recoiled with destruction upon the head 
of the person who made it. The language used by 
Messrs. Bullock in their book went far to show that 
they had honestly applied themselves to get their 
information by anterior works open to all. One of 
those works was the ‘Reason Why,’ in its expur- 
gated form, after the part complained of and re- 
strained by injunction by Lord Hatherly had been 
expunged. This and other works were in circula- 
tion utterly unchallenged by the plaintiffs and 
open to the defendants to make use of without com- 
plaint on the part of the plaintiffs. Withas much 
force might it be said that the plaintiffs work was 
a piracy from ‘ Joyce’s Scientific Dialogues’ and 
other works. Upon the whole case the verdict I 
have to deliver is that the plaintiffs have failed to 
prove that the defendants have been guilty of the 
literary larceny with which they are charged, and 
that being so the bill must be dismissed with costs.”

Tue “London Bookseller” for January, viewing, 
or rather reviewing, “the trade” in England, says, 
“It appears to be very generally conceded that the 
booksellers of the present day are, as a whole, de- 
ficiént in that precise knowledge of books and au- 
thors possesssed by many of the older members of 
the trade, who have passed away during the past 
twenty or thirty years, and that the Cochranes, 
Majors, Triphooks, Thorpes, Pickerings, Rodda, 
Strakers, and Leslies, have left none but a few of 
their own contemporaries behind them, who possess 
anything like the same knowledge of books which 
they had, and that, especially in the provinces, there 
are no successors to the good old booksellers of 
the past. All this is to a great extent true, and 
there can be no doubt that young booksellers have 
not the same exact knowledge of books and editions 
as was possessed by their predecessors. But many 
reasons can be given for this deficiency; one, and 
and perhaps the chief, being the number of new 
authors and the variety of new editions of every 
form and price. Old books formerly were much in 
request, and no library was complete without a 
history of England, a Shakspeare, a set of the Es- 
sayists, of the Poets, a Tillotson, a Whole Duty of 
Man, Paradise Lost, Josephus, a Commentary or 
Bible with Notes, a Book of Martyrs, and a Pilgrim’s 
Progress. Of all these there were regular trade 
editions, at prices regulated by the bindings. Cer- 
tain other books were added by parsons, lawyers, 
and Unitarian ministers, who, from time to time, 
and mostly at stated periods, journeyed to the city 
or county-town and paid a visit to ‘their book- 
seller,’ selecting one or two new volumes, laying in 
a stock of quills, ink, paper, and wafers, and per- 
haps picking up a bargain in the way of old books. 
All this is of the past ; railways have brought town 
and country together, and the Penny Post, enabling 
the London bookseller to send his monthly cata- 
logue broadcast throughont the land, has encour- 
aged direct dealing, and gradually all but extin- 
guished the race of intelligent country booksellers 
with whom it was a delight toconverse about books. 
Cheap literature, and general underselling, too, have 
helped to cut up the trade, and are far from pro- 
ducing the universal benefit their advocates have 
represented.’? What is wanted, it is argued, is a 
knowledge of bibliography, as a science —first, gen- 
eral bibliography, then special. The “ Bookseller” 
(we attribute the ‘article to Mr. Joseph Whitaker, 
its editor and proprietor) adds, “‘ With a view to 
promote this, and to test the p ssibility of any good 
resulting from the attempt, it is proposed to offer a 
series of prizes for the beat papers, collections, or 
essays upon particular subjects, to be announced 
from time to time, the competition to be open to 
British or Colonial born booksellers or booksellers’ 
assistants. The prize offered, although of small pecu- 
niary amount, will, it is hoped, be sufficient to in- 
duce young men to turn their attention to the sub- 
ject,” This is not merely a step but a great stride 
towards an important end, and ought to excite a 
great deal of competition.

Where perfect accuracy is necessary, 
as in college text-books, the cheap but imperfect 
London edition is useless.

Speare, and is likely to be a credit to American 
scholarship. The critical faculty of the editor will 
of course be chiefly employed in winnowing the 
endless notes of the commentators, but this will be 
scarcely the least of the services he may render.

This will contain a do- 
mestic story in verse, and an extensive collection 
of shorter poems; also a volume of ‘Leigh Hunt's 
writings, containing “A Day by the Fire,” and a 
number of other papers never before collected. 


Messrs. Caaries Scripyer & Co., New York, an- 
nounce several important and valuable additions 
to the “Illustrated Library of Wonders.” The ad- 
mirable treatise on the Sun by Guillemin, the great 
French astronomer and author of the well-known 
work on the Heavens, will appear in February. 
This will be followed shortly by “The Wonders of 
Glass-making,” containing much that is exceeding 
curious, and numerous out-of-the-way facts very 
charmingly told; “‘ Wonders of Italian Art ;” and

illustrated with engravings of famous localities from 
designs by Doré and others. Several importaut 
additions to their list of school and college text- 
books also deserve to be noted.

edition of the Rig-Veda, without Sayana’s com- 
mentary. The first-mentioned work will be of very 
great importance, as opening the study of the Pali 
Iunguage and literature to many who have been 
hitherto deterred by the want of a dictionary. 


A work of peculiar interest to the musical public 
has just been put forth by Oliver Ditson & Co., in 
the “ Life of Rossini,” the composer. The work is 
from the pen of H. Sutherland Edwards, and pre- 
sents a full account of the great maéstro’s career, 
with an appreciative and discriminating estimate 
of his style and works. It is exceedingly interest- 
ing and enjoyable, forming a most acceptable addi- 
tion to the series of musical biographies, “ Mendels- 
sohn,’’ “ Mozart,” ‘“ Beethoven,” and others, for 
which we are indebted to this house, 

Tue Czech works of John Huss have been recently 
published at Prague by M. Erben, the learned ar- 
chivist of that city. They consist of religious 
tracts, sermons, &c., some of which are remarkably 
eloquent. They form three 8vo. volumes, An 18mo. 
volume of extracts has just appeared. Bat the great 
work on Huss is M. Palacky’s volume. It consists 
of four parts. The first contains all Huss’s letters 
in Latin or Czech, the latter with a Latin transla- 
tion by Kviczala; the second contains a full ac- 
count of his trial, with the accusations and his 
replies ; the third is a contemporary narrative of 
his trial and death ; the fourth and most important 
is a collection of documents relating to the contro- 
versies of Bohemia from 1403-1418, many translated 
for the first time from the Czech. 

Mr. Sporrorp, the librarian of Congress, said, in 
his recent address before the Social Science Asso- 
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ciation, of the private libraries of this country, 
that, taken as a whole, they “ very far outrun the 


public ones in their aggregate of volumes, while, in 
respect of rare and costly books, there are multi- 
tudes of works in private hands of which no publie 
library possesses a copy.” And he added that “in 
no country are there found more numerous and 
more liberal collections of private libraries than in 
the United States.” This peculiarly honorable and 
gratifying fact is rendered still more so by this 
other: that the “ manifest destiny” of such libra- 
ries is to be bequeathed at length to the public. 


The Bowditch, Parker, and Ticknor collections of | 


the Boston Public Library are instances in point 
which have hitherto been wanting in New York, 
but, we are glad to announce, will be so no longer. 
Last week it was made known that Mr. James Lenox, 
whose private library is probably the finest in Ame- 
rica, is about to bestow it upon the city as a free 
gift, together with a building fit to contain it, which 
will be erected opposite the Central Park (would it 
were truly central for this purpose). We believe 
that less is known of Mr. Lenox’s collection than 
of any other large private library in the country, 
but it has the reputation of being especially strong 
in Bibles, Shakspeariana, and Americana. We 
trust that his example secures for us a similar en- 
dowment from Mr. Lenox’s rivals in book-collecting 
—some nearly his equals—and that the practices 
of the Astor Library will be carefully avoided in 
the new institution.— Nation. 


Tue Bryant “ Homesreap Boox.’’—This work, de- 
voted to the illustration of the homestead of the 
poet, Bryant, and the early influences that con- 
spired to form his character, has been brought out, 
by Putnam & Son, in a most sumptuous and artistic 
style. The illustrations have been carefully de- 
signed from original paintings and sketches made 
by the artist Hows, who visited the poet’s native 
place expressly for the purpose ; the engraving is 
admirable; the typography shows the excellence 
and elegance for which Alvord has long been noted ; 
the paper is of fine quality, delicately toned ; and 
the binding is in heavy leather, adorned with em- 
bossed figures and designs, executed expressly for 
the purpose by Karl Miiller, the sculptor. The lite- 
rary part of the work is from the pen of ‘‘ The Idle 
Scholar,” widely known to be Miss Julia Hatfield, 
a lady of rare but rather eccentric genius. She 
shows the ability to meet the great masters of 
poetry and philosophy on their native heights, but 
her modes of thought and expression are so origi- 
nal, and often defiant of ordinary literary traditions, 
that her work may not receive, in many cases, the 
full consideration it deserves. No one, however, 
can fail to find in it much that is of peculiar in- 
terest and value in regard to the great poet whom 
the world especially delights to honor.—Home 
Journal.

Conese Literary IntTetticexce.—The Spanish 
language can at length boast a work devoted to the 
elucidation of Chinese grammar, although New and 
not Old Spain is entitled to the credit of the author- 
ship. A young Peruvian gentleman, Sr. B. Casta- 
neda, who visited China in 1868, on a journey of 
pleasure, was so much fascinated with life in Hong 
Kong that he obtained the sanction of his relatives 
to a year’s stay in the Colony, and devoted himself 
sedulously to the study of Chinese (the local dia- 
lect, or Cantonese), with very good results. He has 
now embodied his student’s notes in a work of 
some 140 pages, entitled “Gramdtica Elemental de 
la lengua China, Dialecto Cantonés,” por B. Casta- 
fieda (Hong Kong, Typ. de De Souza & Ca., 1869), 
which, although making no pretensions to scholar- 
ship, or even an extended knowledge of the lan- 
guage, supplies precisely the basis for study which 
a beginner sorely requires, and is likely to be of 
use to any European or American whose native lan- 
guage is Spanish. 

A work of an extremely useful character has 
been projected by the Rev. Ernest J. Eitel, a mis- 
sionary of high attainments, residing at Canton in 
connection with the Loudon Missionary Society. 
Mr. Eitel has for some years past made the Chinese 
literature of Buddhism an especial study, and has 
compiled a handbook or vocabulary of the Sanskrit 
sounds, which occur in most embarrassing profu- 
sion in all works of this category, as Rémusat, Kla- 
proth, and other translators have found to their 
cost. The infinite tronble which has been given 
by the Sanskrit vocables, imbedded and disguised, 
almost beyond possibility of recognition, in works 
such as the Foe Kwo Ki, the Travels of Hiouan 
Tsang, etc., is a subject which forces itself upon 
the attention of every reader of the admirable 
translations heretofore effected of these works ; and 
the object of the Rev. Mr. Eitel’s present under- 
taking is to furnish an index to words and phrases 
of this kind, including historical, mythological, 
and geographical names, doctrinal terms, etc. ete., 
to each of which an explanation will be appended 
The work is at present passing through the press at 
Hong Kong, and will probably be published early 
in 1870.—7riibner’s Literary Record.

A LARGE collection of valuable Chinese works, 
consisting of upwards of 1100 volumes, has recently 
been added to the British Museum. They were 
originally selected with a view to their bearing on 
the translation of the Chinese Classics, now in 
course of preparation by Dr. Legge, and the object 
for which they were imported having been accom- 
plished, they were offered to the Trustees of the

Museum. The value of these works to the student 
of Chinese can hardly be over-estimated. For in 
the classics alone are to be found the models of 
style and the germs of philosophical and political 
ideas, without a knowledge of which the structure 
of the later literature cf China cannot but be unin- 
telligible, and its references obscure. For more than 
1800 years these Classics have received the most 
minute criticism at the hands of the best native 
scholars, and some valuable commentaries on many 
of the more obscure and highly-prized of the varied 
books are contained in the collection referred to. 
We may notice first those bearing on the “ Yih 
King,’’ or Book of Changes. This work is com- 
posed of the observations of Win Wang, Chow 
Kung, and Confucius, on the eight diagrams of 
Fiih he; these, again, have been copiously anno- 
tated by schulars of succeeding dynasties, among 
the most conspicuous of whom are those whose 
works have been collected by Sun Tang, of the 
present dynasty, in the compilation entitled “ Han, 
Wei urh shih yih kea yih choo,” or a collection of 
Commentaries on the Book of Changes by twenty- 
one scholars of the Han and Wei Dynasties: with 
notes, in thirty-two books. Another well-known 
elucidatory work on the same classic is the “ Yih 
king urh shwd,’’ or oral instructions on the Book 
of Changes, in four books, by Soo Leun, of the Ming 
Dynasty, a ripe scholar, and treasurer of the pro- 
vince of Kwangse. Another, entitled “Chow yih 
tseIh shwo tsun ching,” or the Changes of Chow 
explained and the correct meaning maintained, by 
Yang Fang-ta, is a work which displays deep re- 
search and critical acumen. These, with many 
others, throw much valuable light on the “ Book of 
Changes.” 

The three Rituals—the Chow Ritual, the Deco- 
rum Ritual, and the Book of Rites, which are also 
numbered among the Classics, have attracted a full 
share of critical attention. A modern commentary 
of much learning is the “ San Le tung shih,” or the 
“Three Rituals thoroughly explained.”” In 280 
books, compiled by command, by Lin Chang-e. In 
this work the author has collected from the Classics 
generally all passages bearing in any way on the 
ancient rites and ceremonies, and has elaborated 
them into an exhaustive and highly-finished 
treatise. The “Le shoo,” or the “ Book on the Ri- 
tuals,” is another work, in 150 books, of great learn- 
ing, in which the author, Chin Tseang-taou, of the 
Sung Dynasty, by carefully collating the works of 
both ancient and modern writers, has succeeded in 
many instances in restoring the true reading of the 
text, and in supplying much that had been lost sight 
of and forgotten. Besides these are numerous elu- 
cidatory works on the Rituals separately. 

The “ Maou she ching-e,” or the correct meaning 
of the “ Book of Odes,” by the famous literary critic 
and patron Yuen Yuen, is an important modern 
work on the collection of ancient ballads compiled 
by Confucius, which forms the third classic. In 
addition to these are numerous commentaries on the 
“ Shooking,” or “ Book of History,” and some few 
valuable Lexicons of Classical Literature, of which, 


perhaps, the one best worthy of mention is the 
“King teen shih win,” or an explanation of the 
terms and phrazes in the Classics, written by Lih 


Tih-ming, of the Tang Dynasty. It consists of 30 
books, and is a most “ valuable repertory of ancient 
views.” Among the collection also are many criti- 
cal works on history and chronology, as well as on 
the antiquities of China, with all of which subjects 
it is essential that the student should be acquaint- 
ed before he can hope to obtain a right understand- 
ing of the true meaning and value of the Chinese 
Classics.
